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RomaTkablo Leap of A'Locomotive. 

The Cincinnati Gazette gives the following 
account of a locomotive t-ngine in its travels ou 
the Little Miami Railroad : — 

"The engine ■ Washington/ belonging to 
Ihe Marietta and Cincinnati road, started down 
the track some half or ihree quarters of a mile, 
for Ihe purpose of bringing Ihe empty cars to 
Ihe depot, preparatory to making up the 6:10 
train, Ihe engine being under the control of a 
man employed about ihe yard, aod not etc 
regohr engineer.

Experienced 
judges of tbe speed of railway trains, who saw 
the engine in its lightning travels, say that 
it could not have been going at a less rate 
than' seveoty-five to One hundred miles per 
hour I Its final bringing up shows lhat their 
calculations could not have been far out of the 
way. Upon the track in the depol, ihe ramo- 
ing train, eoosMiog of some four or five cars. 
had been made up, and about 100 passengers 
bad already taken ibeir seals. Oo came the 
engine wilh the speed of a destructive whirl- 
wind, directly upon toe track leading to the 
train, until svilbin about four or five rods of 
tbe depot when Iheforlunite accidental change 
of ejswitch drove it upon ihe other I rack 
Almost before the persons standing by could 
realise that an eugine hid entered one end ol (the highways. 
ihe depot, Ihe engine had bounded through the 
entire length, demolished ao eighteen inch 
brick trail, timbers and all, at ihe rear, leaped 
across two road tracks— one about ten feet 
below the other— whlmi'l touching either, and 
imbedded itself in a* huge pile of coal. The 
distance leaped, from the wall of the drqoj to 
the lamp of the engine, could n*>l hire been 
less than s.ev«nty*uve feet I At ibis distance,
